"Pentecost" 

Imagine the amazing event of Pentecost - the sound of a 
violent wind, tongues of fire, and people speaking in languages 
they had never spoken before! This was the out-pouring of the 
Spirit that J oel had prophesied and J esus had promised. What a 
joy that day must have been. And you can imagine the whole 
assembly crying out, "I will sing to the Lord all my life; I will 
si ng prai se to my God as I ong as I I i ve. " 

What a joy for us that this gift of the Spirit has been bestowed 
on all believers! That includes us today - all who say, "J esus is 
Lord. " It is this Gift that enables us to witness; it is this Gift that 
enables us to serve; it is this Gift that enables us to grow in 
faith. 

Sometimes Pentecost is referred to as the birthday of the 
Church. Indeed, it was the event that empowered the followers 
of our Lord, and it was the impetus for sending missionaries to 
the far corners of the world to spread the Gospel. That 
missionary zeal is the hallmark of the Christian Church. 

Some see the Church as a single entity with a single earthly 
leader. For Lutherans, the true Church is probably better defined 
as those who gather under the power of the Holy Spirit, confess 
"J esus is Lord," and live in the Word, in Faith, and in Grace. As 
Christians, we witness, serve, and grow in faith through the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit even today. We are the Church, a 
fellowship of believers living in God's amazing grace. 

We pray that the Holy Spirit will continue to guide the Church 
of J esus Christ i n al I of its expressions.
